The Cossacks 
wore sinned with rifles, lances and knives 
and a terrible whip, the ends of which 
were twi.stod with wire uml with eight 
Hinall pieces of iron. The Cossacks rodo 
their horses' into the Catholic church 
aud the massacre oi the people inside be- 
gan. 


X*r»ycr» of No Avail. 


The unfortunate Catholics threw them- 


selves on their knees in a comor and 
prayed to Wort for help, but the CusKucks 
shot and spenrod right and left until, ac- 
cording to the story told by The Voiles 
Keitung, the floor and walls of the church 
were drenched with blood. The Infuriated 
Cossack cavuli-y men are said to huva 
acted like demons, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, candlesticks und images of saints, 
and then throwing the Vases into a cess- 
pool. 


The people fled in all directions while 


the inasiiucre wtis going on and were pur- 
sued und captured or badly wounded by 
the CosBacks of the second detachment, 
which was detailed fo surround tho town 
and to prevent the escape of any of the in- 
habitants. A number oi the latter are suid 
to have been so panic-stricken that they 
committed suicide, ninny of them jump- 
ing into tho river, where they were 
drowned. The rest of tbe unfortunate in- 
habitants were biiiToumlad by the Cos- 
sacks, who, lance in hand, drove them be- 
fore them 1o the market place in front of 
the town hall. 


Survivors KJogrgert. 


When this round-up was completed 


every man, woman and child ol tbe town 
wore ordered to be punished by being 
flogged with the knout. A doctor pre 
scribed the number of Jashes.from the 
knouts which each person, young or old, 
male or female, conld bear.

.The unfortunate Catholics threw them- 
selves on their knees in a coruar aud 
prayed to God for help, hut the Cossacks 
shot and speared right and left until, ac- 
cording to the story told by The Yollcs 
Zeituritr, the floor and walls of tbe church, 
were drenched with blood. The infvu'itited 
Cossack cavulry men are said to have 
acted like demous, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, co-udlesticks and images of saiuts, 
aud then throwing the Vases into a cess- 
pool. 


The people fled in all directions whilo 


fche massacre wns going ou and were pur- 
sued and captured or badly wounded by 
tie Cossacks of. the second detachment, 
which was detailed to surround the town 
aud to preveutt.be escape of any of the in- 
habitants. A number of. the latter are said 
to have been so panic-stricken that they 
committed suicide, ninny of them jump- 
ing into the river, where they were 
drowned. Tho rest of tbe unfortunate in- 
habitants were surrounded by the Cos- 
sacks, who, lance iu hand, drove thL'm be- 
fore them to the market place in front of 
the towu hnll. 


Survivors Flogrg'ctl. 


When this round-up was completed 


every man, womau and child of the town 
wore ordered to he punished by beiug 
flogged with the kuout. A doctor pre- 
scribed the number of lashes, from the 
knouts which each person, young or old, 
male or female, could bear. The victims 
of this Cossack

then. had their 


clothes torn ort them or were compelled 
to take them off themselves aucl wero 
made to lie, completely uakcd, between 
two rows of Cossacks, who flogged them 
until many of them were almost dead. 


The number of...people killed'is'not 


definitely stated, but report places tho 
nuuibor at all the way from 70 to 100 -with 
a large number so severely injured thn.t 
they have since diet! of their injuries or 
have been marked for life.

When Dom Pedro 
was deposed it was supposed that a repub- 
lic would be established on some sort of 
Stable basis and that the country would 
rise from what was termed the tyranny of 
monarchical rule. 
But the expected did 


not happen for instead the country was 
practically placed under military sway and 
military dictators dominated the entire ac- 
tion of the government.

out over the division of the spoils, so the 
military men soon came into copflict and 
the army and navy were contending for 
supremacy. 


The people in the province of Rio 


Grande do Sul revolted against the military 
despotism established over them and Pres- 
ident Peixoto undertook to sustain the au. 
thotity of obnoxious military governor of 
that state. -Then Admiial Mello led the 
navy in revolt against the? president- and 
bombarded Eio Janeiro besides blockading 
many ports. 
To 
oppose Mello's fleet 


President Peixoto has just purchased and 
had titled out at Hew York several new 
battle ships and a naval conflict between 
the two forces at sea is daily expected. Al- 
though there are great tleets iu existence 
and great men of war, yet few if any of 
them have been tried iu actual warfare. 
For this reason the outcome of the antici. 
pated struggle between the ships 'of ilello 
and Poixoto is of world wide interest. 
It 


'is difficult to say whether Brazil wuuld 
gain or lose by the triumph of Peixoto, the 
present head of the republic. Mello claims 
to be fighting for a policy of justice against 
military rule. While the fight progresses 
the country suffers, and there Is no telling 
when or how the struggle will be con- 
cluded.

It seems that among manufacturers of 


woolen goods there is needless alarm at 
the prospective passage of the Wilson bill. 
Manufacturers are stating with apparent 


posilriveness how much they will have to 
reduce wages if the bill passes, whereas, 
they have no actual knowledge of what 
the conditions will be when the measure 
becomes law. There may for a time be a 
reduction in the price of woolen goods, 
that will bo the Inevitable result of free 
wool and there may come a consequent re- 
duction In wages, to what extent it is yet 
impossible to say. But if New England 
vvooleri industries suffer somewhat for a 
time from the removal of the duty on wool, 
tht-y should be benefited by the removal of 
the duty on coal. Free coal is what New 
"England industries of all kinds have 
needed to place them on an equal footing 
with industries in other states and also re- 
duce the cost of livmgby affording cheaper 
fuel. 


For years New '.England iron industries 


have been demanding free iron, and this 
boon will start them on a new era of pros- 
perity. The iitipicssion that the Wilson 
bill is a free trade measure is far from the 
truth bat yet this belief prevails very gen- 
erally. 
The clamor against the bill by 


ruanut'actuiors seems to bo intended to aid 
in keeping tliu tailit' as high as possible, 
but it is being carried to ridiculous ex- 
tremes. The bill is jeprcsented as a death 
warrant to ptosperity jn New England but 
nobody has any foundation for such an 
opinion. It is the groundless fear of man- 
ufacturers rather than, the real provisions 
of the bill that is working injury to busi- 
ness Iu general. 


Those who legarcl the Wilson bill as a 


free trade measure 
are very much mis- 


taken. 
It is as virtually a protective tariff 


measure as is the MclCnley bill except 
lhat the duty is in many cases lowered, ID 
many otheis entirely removed. The Mc- 
Kinley bill sets up a high fence against 
foreign importations, the Wilson bill sim- 
ply takes oil' the top boaids of this tariff 
fence.

THE WHISKEY TAX. 


Beer, Cigarettes and Cheroots Receive 


Attention- 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—The ailvoeatca ot 


the individual income tax proposition 
were triumphant at the meeting ot the 
Democratic members of the ways and 
mcaus committee yesterday afternoon. 
The 11 members were present when the 
final meeting was held at the treasury de- 
partmenfc at 4 o'clock. 


Comparatively little time was lost in 


discussion. 
The ground had all been 


argued and fought overtime uud again, 
and the issue was joined on two pronosi- 
tious, one to levy a tax of 2 per cent 
against individual incomes over $4000 and 
against the incomes from corporations— 
that is, the difference between tho gross 
income and the operating expenses, or, in 
other words, the net income—and second, 
a proposition offered ns a substitute by 
Mr. Cpcki-an of New York to tax incomes 
from corporations 1 per cent and inheri- 
tances 5 per cent, to place a tax of 10 cents 
on whisky and to restore sugar to the 
dutiable list at half a cent a pound. 


The vote 011 Mr. Cockrnu's substitute 


proposition, which whs taken, first, re- 
sulted in its defeat, "i to 4. 


The original proposition was then sub- 


mitted'ancl carried by a vote of 6 to 5. , 


WJiislcy Tat Increased. 


It was aiso decided in connection with 


the latter proposition to increase the 
whisky tax 10 cents a gallon; that is, from 
9Q cents to SI, to he levied against whisky 
in as well as oiit of bond. Upon the rep- 
resentation that this increase would work 
undue hardship to the owners of whisky 
iu bond, it was decided to extend the 
bonded period from three to eight years. 


The tax on playing cards, ab one time 


fixed at 6 cents a pack, was reduced to 
2 cents, and the contemplated tax on per- 
fumes and cosmetics was discarded. 


No increase was made in the tax on 


cinars, but the increase on cigarets, $1 per 
1000, was allowed to stand. 


The committee estimate that the tax OH 


the incomes from coi-porntious and in- 
dividuals, corporations being treated as 
individuals, will raise $30,000,000 revenue— 
818,000,000 irom corporations and 418,000,- 
000 from individuals. 


The increase in the whisky tax, It is es- 


timated, will give an additional revenue of 
$10,000,000 per annum. The proposed tax 
on inheritances, which was to be levied ia 
case the proposition for an individual iu- 
coma tax failed, was not deemed, acces- 
sary.

ures of the Wilson bill are:

Of Russian Catholics by 


, Cossack Troops. 


SHOCKING CRUEI/TY 'JPO A WHOTjE 


CONGREGATION. 


Survivors are Driven to Suicide or 


Knouted- 


BERLIN, Jan. 3, — A controversy has been 


going on between the German papers con- 
cerning the accuracy of the cruelty of the 
Cossacks at the Roman Catholic church 
n,t Krosche. The Cologne Voiles Keitung 
has investigated the subject, and repeats 
tho original statement with additional 
damaging charges. 


The quarrel between the Cossacks and 


the villagers, who are Catholics, caused a 
detachment of 800 Cost>acks to be sent 
from Kovno to Krosohe. The Cossacks 
were avmoo. with rifles, lances and knives, 
and a terrible whip, the ends of which 
wore twisted with wire and with eight 
small pieces of iron. The Cossacks rode 
their horses into the Catholic church, 
and the massacre of the people inside be- 
gan, 
Prayers of No Avail. 


The unfortunate Catholics throw them- 


selves on their knees in a corner mid 
prayed to God for help, but the Cossacks 
shot and speared right and left until, ac- 
cording to/' the story told by The Yolks 
Zeitung, the floor and walls of the church 
were drenched .with blood. The infuriated 
Cossack cavalry men are said to have 
acted like demons, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, candlesticks and images of saints, 
and then throwing the vases into a cess- 
pool. 


The people fled^n all directions while 


the massacre was,goiug on and were pur- 
sued and. captured or badly wounded by 
the Cossacks of the second detachment, 
which was detailed to surround the town 
and to preven.t tnd escape of any of the in- 
habitants. A number of thelatter are said 
to have been so panie-stvickcii that they 
committed suicide, many of them jump™ 
ing -into the 
river, where they wei-a 


drowned. Tho rest of the unfortunate in- 
habi'tant^ were surrounded by the Cos- 
sacks, whOj l^nce in hand, drove them be- 
fore them to the market place in front of 
the town hall. 


Survivors Flogged. 


When this round-up was completed 


.every man, woman and child of tho town 
were ordered to be punished by being 
flogged with the knout. A doctor pre- 
scribed the number of lashes from tho 
knouts which each person, young or old, 
male or female, could bear. The victims 
of this Cossack 
fury then had their 


clothes lorn ofiC them or were compelled 
to take them off themselves and were 
made to lie, completely naked, between 
two rows of Cc-ssacks, who flogged them 
until many of them were almost dead. 


Tfre njiimbev of .people Killed is not 


definitely slated, but report places the 
nximbarat'a'li the way from 70 to 100 with 
a lax-ge nuinbeu so severely injured that 
they h'ave since died of their injuries or 
have been marked for life.

POISON STORY. 


A PROMINENT MERCHANT SAID 


TO HAVE ATTEMPTED MURDER 


By the Slow nntj Sublle Process of roisrm 


ini; His Wife to Avoltl Inipentlinc: Social 
and Commercial JMsgrftce—Scivmlnl Mou- 
trers 1'repnrine for a Treat—Truth or 
Falsity of the 
Itnmors May Soon bo 


Established. 
A most sensational story of domestic .in- 


felicity is rife iu Lowell' today. It involves 
a prominent merchant and his wife. As 
the alleged story goes the aforesaid mer- 
chant concluding that his social and busi- 
ness standing were threatened by his wife's 
existence, deliberately sets out to murder 
her by a slow but sure process of poison- 
ing. The stories o£ the details oj the alleged 
poisoning differ somewhat. It is'claimed 
by some that the -wily husband adminis- 
tered tlie fatal doses at intervals under Ihe 
guise of medicine for the good of his dear 
wife's health, while others declare that the 
attempt was made by the administration of 
a single dose which fortunately was too 
large to do Us intended work. It is agreed, 
however,among tbegosslps thatseveral doc- 
tors of our good city were suddenly called 
in to attend the case, and after long and 
tedious labors with 
antidotes, stomach 


pumps, etc1., the woman's life was saved 
for the present at least. All hands expect 
that the case will soon be ventilated in 
court, and the scandal mongers are prepar- 
ing for a rare treat.

The warfare in Brazil is attracting the 


attention of the world. When Dom Pedro 
was deposed it was supposed that a repub- 
lic would be established on some sort of 
Stable basis and that the country would 
rise from what was termed the tyranny of 
monarchical rule. 
But the expected did 


not happen for instead the country was 
practically placed under military sway and 
military dictators dominated tbe entire ac- 
tion of the government. As thieves fall 
out over the division of the spoils, so the 
military men soon came into conflict and 
the army and navy were contending for 
aupremacy. 


The people in tbe province of Rio 


Grande do Sul revolted against the military 
despotism established over them and Pres- 
ident Peixoto undertook to sustain the au. 
thority of obnoxious military governor of 
thatttate. -Then Admiral Mello led the 
navy in revolt against th* president and 
bombarded Bio Janeiro besides blockading 
many ports. 
To oppose Mcllo's lleet 


President Peixoto has just purchased and 
bad fitted out at New York several new 
battle ships and a naval conflict between 


;tbe two forces at sea is daily expected. Al- 
though there are great fleets In existence 
and great men of war, yet few if any of 
them have been tried in actual warfare. 
Fo«- this reason the outcome of the antici. 
pated struggle between the ships bf Meilo 
and Peixoto is of world wide interest. It 
'!• difficult to say whether Brazil would 
gain or loie by the triumph of Peixoto, the 
present bead of the republic. Hello claims 
to be fighting for a policy of justice against 
military rule. While the fight progresses 
the country suffers, and there is no telling 
when or how the struggle will be con- 
cluded.

podtiveness how much they will have to 
reduce wattes if tbe bill passes, whereas, 
they have no actual knowledge of what 
the conditions will be when the measure 
becomes law. There may for a time be a 
reduction In the price of woolen goods, 
tbat will be tbe Inevitable result of free 
wool and there may come a consequent re- 
duction In wages, to what extent it is yet 
impossible to say. But if New England 
woolen industries suffer somewhat for a 
time from the removal of tbe duty on wool, 
they should be benefited by the removal of 
the duty on coat. Free coal is what New 
England industries of all kinds have 
needed to place them on an equal footing 
with industries in other states and also re- 
duce the cost of living by affording cheaper 
fuel. 


For years New England Iron, industries 


have been demanding free iron, and this 
boon will start them on a new era of pros, 
pcrity. The impression that the Wilson 
bill is a freo trade measure is far from the 
truth but yet this belief prevails very gen- 
erally. 
The clamor against the bill by 


manufacturers seems to be intended to aid 
in keeping the tariff as high as possible, 
but it is being carried to ridiculous ex- 
tremes. The bill is represented as a death 
warrant to prosperity in New England but 
nobody has any foundation for such an 
opinion. It is the groundless fear of man- 
ufacturers rather than the real provisions 
of the bill that is working injury to busi- 
ness iu general. 


Those who regard the Wilson bill as a 


free trade measure 
are very much mis- 


taken. It is as virtually a protective tarifi 
measure as is the McKtnley bill except 
tbat the duty is in many cases lowered, in 
many others entirely removed. The Me- 
Kinley bill sets up a high fence against 
foreign Importations, tbe Wilson bill sim- 
ply takes off the top boards of this tariff 
fence.

Free coal is what New 
England industries of all kinds have 
needed to place them on an equal footing 
with industries in other states and also re- 
duce the cost of livingby affording cheaper 
fuel. 


For years. New .England iron, industries 


have been demanding free iron, and this 
boon will start them on a new era of pros, 
parity. The itopression that tlie Wilson 
bill'is a free trade, measure is far ftom the 
trutli but yet this belief prevails very gen- 
erally. 
Tlie clamor against the hill by 


manufacturers seems to be intended to aid 
in keeping the tariff as high as possible, 
but it is being carried to ridiculous ex- 
tremes. The bill is represented as a death 
warrant to prosperity in New England but 
nobody has any foundation for such an 
opinion. It is the groundless fear of man- 
ufacturers rather than the real provisions 
ot the bill that Is working injury to busi- 
ness lu general. 


Those who regard the Wilson bill as a 


free trade measure 
are very much mis- 


taken, it is as virtually a protective tariff 
measure as is the McKinley hill except 
that the duty is in many cases lowered, In 
many others .entirely removed. The Mc- 
Kinlcy hill sets up a hiph fence against 
foreign importations, the Wilson hill sim- 
ply lakes off the top boards of this tariff 
fence,

supremacy.

Grande do Sul revolted against the military 
despotism established over them and Pres- 
ident Peixoto undertook to sustain the au. 
thority of obnoxious military governor of 
that state. -Then Admiral Melloledthe 
navy in revolt against thft president, and 
bombarded Rio Janeiro besides blockading 
many ports. 
To 
oppose Mello's fleet 


President Peixoto lias just purchased and 
had fitted out at New York several n em- 
battle ships and a naval conflict between 
the two forces at sea is daily expected. Al- 
though there are great fleets in existence 
and great men of war, yet few if any of 
them have been tried in actual warfare. 
For this reason the outcome of the antici. 
pated struggle between the ships of ilcllo 
and Peixoto is of world wide interest.

'is difficult to say whether Brazil would 
gain or lose oy the triumph of Peixoto, the 
present head of the republic. Mello claims 
to be fighting for a policy of justice against 
military rule.

THE: WHISKEY TAX. 


Beer, Cigarettes and Cheroots Receive 


Attention- 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.— The aavocatc»-ol 


the Individual income tax proposition 
were triumphant at the meeting of the 
Democratic members of the ways anc 
meaus committee yesterday afternoon, 
The 11 members were present when the 
flnai meeting was held at the treasury de- 
partment at 4 o'clock. 


Comparatively little time waa lost ia 


discussion. 
The ground had all been 
argued and fought over time and again, 
and the issuo was joined on two proposi- 
tions, one to levy a tax of 2 per cent 
against individual incomes over $4000 and 
against the incomes from corporations — 
that is, the difference between the gross 
income and the operating expenses, or, in 
other words, the net income— and second, 
a proposition offered as a substitute by 
Mr. Cpckran of New York to tax incomes 
from corporations 1 per cent and Inheri- 
tances 5 per cent, to place a tax of 10 cents 
on whisky and to restore sngar to the 
dutiable list at half a cent a pound. 


The vote on Mr. Cockran's substitute 


proposition, which was taken first, re- 
sulted in its defeat, 7 to 4. 


The original proposition was then sub- 
mitted and carried by a vote of fl to 5, , 


'Whisky Tax Increased* 


It was also decided in connection with 
the latter proposition to increase the 
whisky tax 10 cents a gallon; that is, from 
9Q cents to $1, to be levied against whisky 
in as well as out of bond. Upon the rep- 
resentation that this increase would work 
undue hardship to the owners of whisky 
in bond, ib was decided to extend the 
bonded period from three to eight years. 


The tax on playing cards, at one time 


fixed at 6 cents a pack, \vat reduced to 
2 cents, and the contemplated tax on per- 
fumes and cosmetics was discarded. 


No increase was made in the tax on 
cigars, but the increase on cigarets, $1 per 
1000, wns allowed to stand. 


The committee estimate that the tax OH 


the incomes from corporations and in- 
dividuals, corporations being treated as 
individuals, will raise $30,000,000 revenue— 
112,000,000 from corporationa and $18,000,- 
000 from individuals. 


The increase in the whisky tax, It la es- 
timated, will give an additional revenue of 
$10,000,000 per annum. The proposed tax 
on inheritances, which was to be levied in 
case the proposition for an individual in- 
come tax failed, waa not deemed aec«s- 
sary. 
In a Nutshe*!. 


Summarized the internal revenue feat- 
ures of the Wilson bill are: 
A tax of 2 


per cent on individual incomes over $4000 
and net corporation incomes; a tax of 2 
cents a pack on playing cards; $1 a 
gttllon on whisky; $1 a barrel on beer; 
fl.50 per 1000 on cigarets, and 
$3 per 


1000 on cigars and cheroots. 


These features* of the bill were pre- 
sented to the full committee today and 
will be formally introduced in the house 
later in the week. 


The tariff debate begun in the bouse 


today, and the general debate will 
continue until Monday night, Jan. 8. 
Nine days will be allowed for debate un- 
der the five-minute rule, during which 
time the bill will be open for amendment. 
The evenings of these nine days will ba 
devoted to general debate. The final vote 
is to be taken Jan. 17. 


The necessity for prompt action on the 


tariff is deemed as of such importance 
that it is not expected now that the Ha- 
waiian matter will be, allowed to interfere 
with the tariff. The latter will have the 
right of way until disposed of.

MASSACRE 


Ot Russian Catholics by 


, Cossack Troops. 


SHOCKING GBUEliTY TO A WHOLE 


CONGREGATION. 


Survivors are Driven to Suicide or 


Knouted- 


BERLIN, Jan. 8.—A controversy has been 


going on between the German papers con- 
cerning the accuracy of the cruelty of the 
Cossscks at the Roman Catholic church 
at Kroache. The Cologne Volks Zeitung 
baa investigated the •ubjeel, and repeats 
the original statement with additional 
damaging charges. 


The quarrel between the Cosaacks and 
the villagers, who are Catholics, caused a 
detachment of 800 Cossacks to be sent 
from Kovno to Krosche. The Coaaacka 
were armed with rifles, lances and knives, 
and a terrible whip, the end* ot which 
were twisted with wire and with eight 
small pieces of iron. The Cossacks rode 
then* horaea into the Catholic church, 
and the massacre of the people inside be- 
gan, 
Frayera of No Avail. 


The unfortunate Catholics throw them- 


selves on their knees in a corner and 
prayed to God for help, but the Cossacks 
shot and speared right and left until, ac- 
cording to' the story told by The Volka 
Zeitung, the floor and walls of the church 
were drenched witb blood. The infuriated 
Cossack cavalry men are said to have 
acted like demons, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, candlesticks and images of saints, 
and then throwing the vases into a cess- 
pool. 
The people fledln all directions while 


the massacre waSfgoiug on and were pur- 
sued and. captured or badly wounded by 
the Cossacks of the second detachment, 
which waa detailed to surround the town 
and to prevent the escape of any of the in- 
habitants. A number of the latter are said 
to have been so panic-stricken that they 
committed suicide, many of them jump- 
ing into the river, where they were 
drowned. The rest of the unfortunate in- 
habitanfca were surrounded by the Cos- 
sacks, who, l$nce in hand, drove them be- 
fore them to the market place in front of 
the town hall. 


Survivor* Flogged. 


When this round-up was completed 


.every man, woman and child of the town 
were ordered to be punished by being 
flogged with the knont. A doctor pro- 
scribed the number of lashes from the 
knouts^which each person, yowpg or old, 
male or female, could bear. The victims 
of this Cossack 
fury tbea had their 


clothes torn off them or were compelled 
bo take them off themselves and were 
made to lie, completely naked, between 
two rows of Cossacks, who flogged them 
until many of them were almost dead. 
The ifcjnibeu of .people Killed is not 


definitely stated, but report places the 
mtmbwr at'all the way from TO to 100 witb 
a large number so severely injured that 
they have since; died of their in juries or 
have been marked for life.

means committee yesterday afternoon. 
The 11 members were present when the 
nnal meeting, v/as held at the treasury de- 
partment at ^o'clock. 


Comparatively little time was lost in 


discussion. 
The ground had1 all been 


argued and fought over time aud again, 
and the issue-; was joined ou two proposi- 
tion.'!, one to levy a tax of 2 percent 
against indiviu.UH.1 incomes over $4000 and 
against the incomes from corporations— 
that is, the difference between the. gross 
income and the operating expenses, or, in 
other words, the net income—and second, 
a proposition offered as a substitute by 
Mr. Cpckran of New York to tax incomes 
from corporations 1 per cent and inheri- 
tances 5 per cent, to place a tax o£ 10 cents 
on whisky and to restore sugar to the 
dutiable list at half a cent a pound. 


The vote on Mr. Cockran's substitute 


proposition, which was taken first, re- 
sulted in its defeat, T to 4. 


The original proposition was then auc- 


mifctijd-and carried by a vote of 6 to 5. , 


It was also deckled in. connection with 


the latter proposition to increase the 
whistty tax 10 cents a gallon; that is, from 
90 cents to SI, to be levied against whisky 
in as well as out ot bond. Upon the rep- 
resentation that this increase would work 
undue hardship to the owners of whisky 
lu bond, it was decided to extend the 
bonded period from three to eight years. 


The tax on playing cards, at" one tima 


fixed at 6 cents a pack, was reduced to 
3 cents, and tho contemplated - tax on per- 
fumes and cosmetics was discarded. 


No increase was made in the tax on 


cigars, but the increase on cigarets, $1 per 
1000, was allowed to stand. 


The committee estimate that the tax OB 


the incomes from corporations and in- 
dividuals, corporations .being treated as 
individuals, will raise $30,000,000 revenue— 
(12,000,000 from corporations and $18,000,- 
000 from individuals. 


The increase in the whisky tax, It is es- 


timated, will give an. additional revenue of 
Sl.0,000,000 per annum. The proposed tax 
on inheritances, which was to be levied in 
case the proposition for an individual in- 
come tax failed, was not deemed aaoes- 
aiiry.

ures of the Wilson bill are: A tax of 2

The Cossacks rode 
their horses into the Catholic church, 
and the massacre of tha people inside be- 
gan.

Prayers of No Avail. 


The unfortunate Catholics throw them- 


selves on their knees in a corner and 
prayed to Bod'for" help, but the Cossacks 
shot and speared right and left until, ac- 
cording to,' the story told by The Yolks 
Ze.itung, the floor and walls oE the church 
were drencShed .with blood. -The infuriated 
Cossack cavalry men are said to have 
acted like demons, smashing the cruci- 
fixes, candlesticks and images of saints, 
and then throwing the vases into a cess- 
pool. 


The people fled*in all directions while 


the massacre wos,going on and were pur- 
sued antL captured or badly wounded by 
the Cossacks of the second detachment, 
which was detailed to surround the town 
and to preven,t-the escape Of any of the in- 
habitants. Anumberof thelatter aresaid 
to have been so. panic-stricken that they 
committed suicide, many oC them jump- 
ing-into the river, where they wero 
drowned. Therestof the unfortunate in- 
habitants were Enrronndofl by the Cos- 
sacks, whc-j lance in hand, drove them be- 
fore them to the market place in front of 
the town hall. 


Survivors Flogged. 


"When this ronnd-np was completed 


every man, .woman, and child of tho town 
were ordered to be punished by being 
flogged with, the knout. A doctor pre- 
scribed the number of lashes from ths 
tnouts-'Which each person, young or old, 
male or. female, could bear. Tho victims 
of tbis Cossack fury then had their 
clothes torn off them or were compelled 
to talce them off themselves and wers 
made to lie, completely naked, between 
two rows of Cossacks, who flogged them 
until many of them were almost dead. 


The niim'bev of .people Killed is not 


definitely- stated, but report places the 
numberrat'all the way from 70 to 100 with 
a large-number- so severely injured that 
they have since died of their injuries or 
have been-marked for life.

AMERICAN FOOTBALL. 


Oood Suggestion* to Introduce it in tin 


High Schools. 


The recent discussions on college foot 


ball and tbe view of prominent players in 
regard to altering the rules have led those 
Interested in association football to sug- 
gest that their style of playing be adopted 
by college clubs- What is now needed is a 
smart man or two to tinpi ess the colleges 
with the beauty of a game of association 
football. 


In England three-quarters of the foot- 


ball men, inrhidintc tu» university teams, 
bare adopted tbe association game in pref- 
erence to the Itugby game. This has been 
done notwithstanding the fact that the 
Rugby frame across the water is more open- 
ly played than here. 


Tbe games between Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton have been transformed into feats 
of strength; not individual strength alto- 
gether, but tbe strength of one team 
against another. 
The game is kept alive 


largely by the rivalry of the colleges. 
The adoption of the association game in 


the colleges would mean a decrease in 
broken limbs. With a little training the 
college athletes could make the association 
game of football productive of three times 
as much excitement as is witnessed in a 
Rugby game. 
At tbe association game, the open play- 


ing gives spectators a chauce to see the fine 
points, potato o( skill in which the brain 
plays fully as important a part as the feet. 
Wbat Is needed in order to introduce aaso- 
tion foot ball into the colleges is an effort 
to introduce tbat stylo ot playing among 
the pupils of the high schools. 


If clubs could be formed in the high 
schools of tbe different cities in the *t;Ue it 
would not be long before tbe colleges 
would recognize the advantage uud super- 
iority of the association game over the 
Rugby. The playing with head and feet 
i* much to be preferred over that in which 
brute ttrength figures. 


Tbe public want a game where the dif- 
ferent plays can be seen and understood 
one In which the ball Is in sieht ami there 
ia so laxity in the excitement. It is true 
that even the association game can be 
improved and should the college players in 
tbe future aasent to adopting it this same 
could be made to outrival even base ball. 


Now tbat tbe discussion of altering the 


rule* In college playing is under way, the 
managers of association clubs have a chance 
to at least attempt to say a word for this 
safer and cleaner sport. Meetings of Uie 
American association and New £xtg!and 
league should be called to outline plans to 
endeavor to introduce the association game 
into the high schools.
